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THE STRIKE IN THE CITY. 


The strike row in vogue among a 
good many of the laborers and mechan- 
ics, in this city, of both colors, remains 
about thesame as at theclose of our 
last report. As we understand it, none 


of the bosses express any hostility to the 
ten hour system, and only ask that they 
be given an opportunity to get the time 
contracts off their hands, and promise 
that on and after the first of August to 
commence operations under the ten 
hour system. This overture the men 
refuse and contend for an immediate 
compliance with their demands. We 
have heard it stated, but do not vouch 
for its truth, that the strikers,in the va- 
rious branches of trade, will insist on 
anincrease of wages as soon as their 
present demands are complied with. 
We were sorry to learn that thet there 
is a prospect of this strike extending to 
farm laborers. We hope this is not so, 
asit will only tend towards throwing 
back the farmers without gaining for 
the strikers any corresponding advan- 
tage.

The meeting of the strikers at the 
Court House last evening was largely 
attended, especially as regards the col- 
ored element. 

Mr. Webb Belvin called the meeting 
to order. He nominated Mr. Nick Per- 
ry to fill the Chair. Mr. P. was unani- 
mously elected, but did not come for- 
ward to claim the honor. Mr, Zack 
Potter was then elected, but he also fail- 
ed to putin an appearance. Mr. Thos, 
Coates was next elected to the position 
and accepted it. 

Mr. Coates, in assuming the Chair, 
explained the object of the meeting to 
be the adoption of the ten hour system 
in the labor of this section. Mr. Coates 
then entered into a rather lengthy dis- 
quisition in regard tu the advantages of 
this system, &c. 

Mr. Len H. Royster waselected Sec- 
retary, but he begged to be excused. 
Mr. C. D. Upchurch was then nominated 
and elected to the position, and proceed- 
ed to discharge its duties. 

Mr. M. V’B. Gilbert,from a Committee 
on the part of Raleigh Typographical 
Union, appeared and read a_ series of 
resolutions passed by the Union, in re- 
gard to this movement. The resolu- 
ticns endorsed the ten hour system but 
deprecated strikes as injurious, not only 
to the employer but to the laborer and 
the good of society.and offered epcour- 
agement and support to all classcs of 
mechahics who are endeavoring to se- 
cure a just and fair remuneration for 
honest labor. 

James H. Harris, colored, being called 
on, next addressed the meeting. He 
endorsed the present movement, and 
urged the necessity of organization ic 
order to achieve its ends. He endorsed 
the resolutions of the Typographical 
Union, especially as to the deprecation 
of strikes, &c. 

The Chairman announced that Messrs. 
Betts, Allen & Co., had conceded to the 
requirements of this movement,and had 
sent werd to their workmen to go to 
work under theten hour system. 

Mr. Henry Keith next addressed the 
meeting. He was in favor of any organi- 
zation of white mechanics® looking to 
just protection of labor, but he was ut. 
terly opposed to any disorganized and 
rash movement, &c. 

On motion of Mr. Sid Bryan, all the 
mechanics present in favor of the 
movement, came torward and enrolled 
their names. 

A resolution of thanks to Betta, Al- 
len & Co., was adopted. . 
_ A resolution of tnanks to the Raleigh

Just beyond “Alloways auld haunted 
kirk” there lies within sight the district 
of Carrick. Few tourists visit it. It is 
a lonely place, in the midst of which is 
a small colliery, a mere outlying patch 
of the Scotish coal field. In this 
colliery happened one of the most re- 
markable instances of tenacity of life 
that has ever occurred. In the church. 
yard of the neighboring town of Dailly, 
the curious visitor will find a tombstone 
with this inscription : 

In memory of 
JOHN Browy, Collier. 

He was enclosed in Kilgrammie coal 

pit by a portion of it having fallen in, 
October 8, 1835, and was taken out 
alive, and in full possession of his men- 
tal faculties, October 31, having been 
twenty-three days 1n utter seclusion from 
the world, and without a particle of 
food. Helived for three days after, 
having quietly expired on the evening 
of November 3, aged 66 years. 
The evidence of suci: survival is in- 
contestable. Brown was working in 
the pit when the timbers began to give 
way. The other workmen fled, but he 
coolly returned for his jacket, saying it 
was a new one, and he could not afford 
to lose it. That wasthe last seen of 
him for twenty-three days, when he 
was rescued. He wasthen mere skin 
and bones, and bad upon him the death- 
like chillness of a corpse. Fungus had 
spread over him as though he had been 
arotting log. All through his hair and 
bristly beard the white fungold growth 
had crept, and the unearthly sight was 
one never to be forgotten. Yet he was 
sensible, conversed freely and lived, as 
Stated, three days, . 


A CasE oF CIRCUMSTANTIAL EvI- 
DENCE.—A curious tact, showing the 
unreliability of circumstantial evidence, 
has just come to light in connectioz 
with the case ot Dennehy, who was re- 
cently tried and sentenced at Provi- 
dence for killing a man named Favor.

Why the Confederacy Failed. 


From an able review in the London 
Stundard of an article upon General 
Lee, inthe Edinburg Review, we take 
the following extract, the length of the 
review forbidding its publication entire: 

Its tailure had nothing to do with its 
alleged demerits. The South was 
crushed by weight, not broken b: weak- 
ness. Three things determined tlic fate 
of the war—-the ciosing of her ports, the 
superior wealth, aud far above all, the 
overwhelming numbers of the enemy. 
The North was acorn growing and 
manufacturing country,aud had open 
to her the markets of Europe; she 
had unlimited command of all the r— 
sources of the civilized world 
The South was subject to the disadvan- 
taves both of an agricultural and of in 
non-agricultural She bad no 
manutactures, and yet she lived by man- 
ufactures und not by agriculture; by 
producing clothing, bot by producing 
food. Her wealth was at once annihi- 
lated by the blockade, which prevented 
her trom seiling her cotton and tobacco 
were cut 
ofi, and she had a bare sufficiency of 
food, and a total want of every othr 
necessary of lite and war. She obtained 
powder and arms trom the enemy; boots 
apd clothes and «blankets she had to 
want. Her finances breke down et 
once; for her exports were her 
wealth, and exports ceased. 
But, above all, she was crushed 
by numbers; the North could recruit at 
home four men for one, and could hire 
the off scouring of Europe. And it was 
this alone that decided the issue. The 
Edinburg Review adds the want of 
discipline ; but we believe that in the 
egsentialg of military discipline, the 
Southerners were always superior to 
their focs, and that if the troops of Grant 
and McClellan bad been tried as Lee’s 
were tricd, they would have melted like 

snow or died like rotten sheep. Lee 
won almost every battle he fought, and 
against odds of from two to one to four 
to one, What destroyed him was Grant’s 
cold, cruel policy,whieh only a Yankee, 
a Napoleon or « Prussian could have 


deliberately adoptet—of sacrificing 
Men without stint, whom he 
could replace to wear out 


an enemy who could not recruit. Under 
diferent circumstances such a process 
Might last longer. But a general who 
Can aff rd to sacrifice three men to kill 
Obe ist always end by leaving his 
€Demy without soldiers; and therefore 
fTeatly superior numbers, thus used, 
Must prevail in the long run. It is no
